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DETAILED ACTION 

Prior Art Discussion 

The prior art (Look et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,393,714 B1) teaches a mask- 
alignment detection structures that measure both the direct and extent of misalignment 
between layers of an integrated circuit using resistive elements for which resistance 
varies with misalignment in one dimension. The prior art did not teach the at least two 
test pads both being formed by the first mask. Further the prior art does not teach 
wherein the width of the contact is a dimension substantially orthogonal to a direction of 
signal propagation along the contact, and the widths of the interconnects are dimensions 
substantially orthogonal to directions of signal propagation along the interconnects. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1 and 
6 and 13 are considered to be allowable due to the inclusion of claim limitations: "at least 
two test pads, wherein the two test pads are both formed by the first mask — - the width 
of the contact is a dimension substantially orthogonal to a direction of signal propagation 
along the contact, and the widths of the interconnects are dimensions substantially 
orthogonal to directions of signal propagation along the interconnects." 

Claim 6 is allowable due to the inclusion of claim limitation: " the width of the 
contact is a dimension substantially orthogonal to a direction of signal propagation along 
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the contact, and the widths of the interconnects are dimensions substantially orthogonal 
to directions of signal propagation along the interconnects." 

Claim 13 is allowable due to the inclusion of claim limitation: "the width of the 
contact is a dimension substantially orthogonal to a direction of signal propagation along 
the contact, and the widths of the interconnects are dimensions substantially orthogonal 
to directions of signal propagation along the interconnects." 

Claims 2-5, 18 and 20 are considered to be allowable due to their dependence 
on allowable claim 1 ; claims 7-12 and 21 are considered to be allowable due to their 
dependence on allowable claim 6; claims 14 and 22 are considered to be allowable due 
to their dependence on allowable claim 13; claim 15 is considered to be allowable due to 
its dependence on allowable claim 14.
